Thornton Grimsley 


Thornton 
Grim sley, St, 
Louis 
manufacturer of harness and sad­ 
dles, was born in Bourbon county, 
Kentucky, on August 20, 1798, one 
hundred and forty-two years ago 
this week. 
W ith practically 
no 
capital but with a ten-year 
ap­ 
prenticeship with a saddle-maker 
behind him, young 
Grim sley 
in 
1821 opened his own qstnblishment 
in St. Louis and 
began 
making 
harness and saddles. 


Although 
fire 
destroyed 
his 
plant and stock of goods in 1825 he 
was able to continue his business, 
and about two years later began 
making his famous 
“ sehabrack” 
m ilitary sftddle. 
His first custom­ 
ers were three 
cavalry 
officers 
from Jefferson Barracks near St. 
Louis. 
The popularity of the sad­ 
dles spread, and Grim sley began 
filling saddle-making contracts for 
the government. 
It was not long ! 
before he was doing about $300,- j 
000 worth of business annually. 


In an age of mechanized 
army 
units and motorized 
transporta­ 
tion even the vocabulary of 
the 
men and women visiting Grims- 
ley’s shop on “ main-street” seems 
strange. His notice in the Missouri 
Republican for November 11, 1828, 
advertised: 
“ Gentlemen’s Full, 
Half, 
and 
Quarter Shaftoed 
Saddles: 
First 
second and third Rate Plain 
do: 
Ladies’ Ived and Plush seated do.: 
Plated and Japanned Coach, Gig 
and Dearborn 
Harness: 
Wagon. 
Cart, and Dray do.: Together with 
an elegant assortment 
of 
Plated 
and Common Bridles and M artin­ 
gales. The 
much 
admired 
and 
highly approved Sehabrack 
sad­ 
dle, manufactured in the true m ili­ 
tary style: 
Holsters, and all other 
military accoutrements, made 
to 
order and at the shortest notice.” 
Grim sley also became 
one 
of 
Missouri’s 
leading 
Masons. 
He 
was a charter member and one ol 
the organizers ©1 the Grand 1/odge 
of Missouri, and w 
the 
senior 
grand warden .¡t it- opening 
in 
April, **1821. 
He vva: successively 
grand steward, .junioi grand w ar­ 
den for two years, and grand trea­ 
surer. 
In 1853 he was most ex­ 
cellent grand high prie'-t of the 
Grand Chapter 
of 
Royal 
Arch 
Masons of Mis our:. 
He was also 
a member of the .Si 
Louis 
com- 
mandery No 
1. Kmgh^ Templar, 
and listed among his honors was 
the post ol capfam general ol the 
order in 1855 and 18.»(J.

Grim sley found time to 
lead 
in 
civic 
enterprises 
m 
St 
Louis 
Elected in 1(520 as an akk man. he 
introduced a resolution m the city 


council for raising 
Front 
street 
above the high water level. 
It is 
said that had this measure been 
adopted the price of the river front 
property would have risen 
ma­ 
terially. 


Grim sley was again elected an 
alderman in 1835 and it was at this 
time that he began agitating for 
the formation of a park out of the 
city commons. 
Citizens who op­ 
posed setting apart 
some 
thirty 
acres of valuable land for a city 
park sometimes referred to 
the 
now well-known Lafayette 
Park 
in St. Louis as “ Grim sley’s Folly.” 
He had 
no 
more 
than 
nine 
months of formal 
schooling, 
but 
Grim sley was a 
man 
of 
sound 
judgment unusual native 
ability. 
In 1828 he was elected to repre­ 
sent St. Louis in the sixth General 
Assembly, and 1838 he was sent to 
the state senate. 
Here he was a 
member of the standing committee 
| of ways and means, claims, 
and 
I the militia. 


Grim sley 
was 
espeqially 
well 
prepared to serve on the militia 
i committee, for he had 
served 
in 
every station of the militia 
from 
j orderly to division inspector. 
He j 
had raised a company of soldiers i 
in 1832 to serve in Illinois during : 
the Black Hawk 
war 
and 
four 
years later President Jackson 
of­ 
fered him a captain’s commission i 
in the dragoons 
of 
the 
United 
States army, an honor he declined. { 
When the Mexican war broke out , 
he enrolled a regiment of men al­ 
though he took no further part in 
the campaign. 


He was also interested in trans­ 
portation 
development 
and 
as 
early as 1837 was among the in­ 
corporate rs of the Carondelet and 
St. Louis and the Mineral 
rail­ 
roads. 
He died suddenly in 
St. 
Louis on December 22, 1861.

by experienced workers. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
color technologists says that com­ 
mercial cotton of American up­ 
land varieties ranges from 
light 
near-whites and slightly 
creamy 
colors to darker colors which may 
be either gray or yellowish. Some 
fibers are dark enough and gray 
enough that cotton men call them 
“ blue stained.” 
Among the wild 
cottons are some that even produce 
green and brown fibers. 
Color has much to do with the 
grade and value of any bale or lot 
of cotton. 
For this reason, cotton 
classers pay strict attention to col­ 
or in grading their samples. They 
also control, as far as possible, the 
light under which they class for 
grade. The Marketing Service spe­ 
cialists say this trait 
of 
cotton 
classers is fully justifiable, because 
the light under which cotton 
is 
judged for color has much to do 
with the degree to which the elass- 
er can accurately determine 
the 
color of his sample. 
The cotton elasser needs 
light 
under which the color differences 
look normal to him, mainly 
be­ 
cause his memory of the standards 
or types against which he classes 
is best in the daylight to which he 
is accustomed.

“Start from scratch,” is the best 
advice that can be given to a pro­ 
spective home builder who is selec- 
ing a neighborhood or a location in 
which to build, according to FHA 
offiicals. 


As far as possible, the prospec­ 
tive builder should elim inate from 
his mind all preconceived notions 
and prejudice, it is suggested. In 
this way every 
possible 
factor 
which could have a bearing on the 
problem will be worked through to 
the end. 
First FHA officials say, the pro­ 
spective home builder should de­ 
cide whether he is going to build 
in one of the more centrally locat- i 
cd residential districts or w hether 
he wishes to move into one of the 
more suburban sections. 
If the family is 
composed 
of 
adults who are employed and who 
have little leisure time, the home 
builder may wish to live in one of 
the more populous residential dis­ 
tricts. 
If, however, he has a few 
small children, or if he is fortunate 
enough to have considerable lei­ 
sure time, he may feel that 
the 
spaciousness of the suburban areas 
will compensate for the longer dis­ 
tances which must be traveled to 
reach places of employment. 
The physical character of 
the 
location should be seriously con­ 
sidered by the home builder as to 
the services offered and the protec­ 
tion given by restrictions and zon­ 
ing, according to the FHA officials. 
They also suggest that the neigh­ 
borhood be judged in relation to 
the needs of the family, its social 
life, its welfare and health, and 
its general economic well-being.

Thornton Grimsley 


Thornton 
Grim sley, 
St 
Louis 
manufacturer of harness and sad* 
dies, was born in Bourbon county. 
Kentucky, on August 2b. 1708. one 
hundred and forty-two years ago 
this week. 
With practically 
no 
capital but with a ten-year 
ap­ 
prenticeship with a saddlc-maker 
behind him, young 
Grim sley 
in 
1821 opened his own establishment 
in St. Louis and 
i«,gan 
making 
harness and saddles. 


Although 
fire 
destroyed 
his 
plant and stock of goods in 1825 he 
was able to continue hi: business, 
and about two years later began 
making his famous 
“ schabrack” 
m ilitary sfiddle. 
His first custom­ 
ers were three 
cavalry 
officers 
from Jefferson Barracks near St. 
Louis. 
The popularity of the sad­ 
dles spread, and Grim sley began 
filling saddle-making contracts for 
the government. 
It was not long 
before he was doing about $300,- 
000 worth of business annually. 
In an age of mech mi/ed 
army 
units and motorized 
transporta­ 
tion even the vocabulary of 
the 
men and women visiting Grims- 
ley’s shop on “ main-street” seems 
strange. His notice in the Missouri 
Republican for November II, 1828, 
advertised: 
“ Gentlemen’s Full. 
Half, 
and 
Quarter Shaftoed 
Saddles: 
First 
second and third Rate Plain 
do: 
Ladies' Ived and Plush seated do.: 
Plated and Japanned Coach, Gig 
and Dearborn 
Harness: 
Wagon, 
Cart, and Dray do.: Together with 
an elegant assortment 
of 
Plated 
and Common Bridle 
and M artin­ 
gales. The 
much 
admired 
and 
highly approved Schabrack 
sad­ 
dle, manufactured in the true m ili­ 
tary style:

Grim sley also became 
one 
of 
Missouri's 
lending 
Masons. 
He 
was a charter member and one ol 
the organizer ol tin* Grand Lodge 
of Missouri, and was the

giand warden at its opening 
in 
April, *1821 
He was successively 
grand steward, junior grand w ar­ 
den for two years, and grand trea­ 
surer. 
In 1853 he w;t- most ex­ 
cellent grand high priest of the 
Grand Chapter 
of 
Royal 
Arch 
Masons of Missouri. 
He was also 
a member of the St Louis 
rom- 
mandcry No 1. Knights Templar, 
and listed among his honors w.v 
the post of captain general of the 
order in 1855 and 1856.

In 1828 he was elected to repre­ 
sent St. Louis in the sixth General 
Assembly, and 1838 he was sent to 
the state senate.

prepared to serve on the militia

Some 
fll>ers arc dark enough and gray 
enough that cotton men call them 
"blue stained." 
Among the wild 
cottons are some that even produce 
green and brown fibers. 
Color has much to do with the 
grade and value of any bale or lot 
of cotton. 
For this reason, cotton 
classers pay strict attention to col­ 
or in grading their samples. They 
also control, as far as possible, the 
light under which they class for 
grade. The Marketing Service spe­ 
cialists say this trait 
of 
cotton 
classers is fully justifiable, because

judged for color has much to do 
with the degree to which the class-
